Freeze Cuts Tuition, 
Refunds Are Ordered 


The Board of Trustees, South- 
ern Illinois University, Friday 
rolled tuition charges for fail 
quarter classes back to the level 
of charges made during the 
spring quarter. | 

Trustee William Allen pro- 
posed the resolution as a result 
of President Nixon’s wage-price 
freeze order, in order to elimi- 
nate possible inequities between 
tuition charges at SIU and at 
other state universities. 

The University of _ Illinois 
board and the Board of Gover- 
nors had planned no tuition in- 
crease this year. Members of 
the Board of Regents had 
planned an increase. 

Trustees indicated refunds 
will be made to those who have 
prepaid tuition as soon as the 
mechanics for making the re- 
funds can be established. The 
chancellors of the Southwestern 
and Carbondale campuses were 
asked to formulate procedure 
for the refunds. 

C. Richard Gruny, legal coun- 
sel for the trustees, indicated 
refunds may depend upon re- 
appropriations from the state 


legislature since tuition funds 
when collected become part of 
the University _income fund 
which cannot be spent without 
legislative authorization. 

‘At Southwestern campus the 
higher tuition rate has been 
collected since registration for 
the fall quarter began July 12, 

No decision was made on tui- 
tion to be charged in subsequent 
quarters of the academic year. 
beginning next month. 

Dr. John S, Rendleman, presi- 
dent of the Southwestern cam- 
pus, said, “I’m very pleased. 1 
think that’s a splendid resolu- 
tion and I’m grateful to Presi- 
dent Nixon.” Dr. Rendleman is 
a long-time opponent of high 
tuition rates. 

Tuition and fees for the fall 
quarter will now be: 

Illinois residents: $58.50 for 
not more than 5 hours; $112.50 
for more than 5 and less than 
11 hours; $165.50 for 11 or more 
hours. 

Out-of-state residents: $152.50 
for not more than 5 hours; 
$299.50 for more than 5 and 
less than 11; $446.50 for 11 or 
more hours. 





Improvement of Dunbar 
School Walls Planned 


The Madison District 12 Board 
of Education Thursday‘ night 
authorized preparation of speci- 
fications and cast estimates for 
rebuilding two walls at Dunbar 
School. 

The action followed a report 
by Eason, Thompson & Associ- 
ates, Inc. of St, Louis, consult 
ants, that the south and west 
walls of the school are sub- 
standard and will need major 
work in the near future. 

The report said the effects of 
water and temperature on the 
walls have weakened them to 
the point where they are in need 
of remortaring and tuckpoint- 
ing. The report indicated that 
the work is not of major con- 
cern, but should be done in the 
near future. 

Theodocius Kemp, board 
member, said, “I disagree with 
any statement it is not of major 
concern.” Kemp asserted the 
building is unsound and the 
gymnasium shakes in the wind. 
“Tt is dangerous to students 
right now,” Kemp added. 

Fred Riddle, superintendent, 
said the walls are brick facing 
over the original brick walls 
and that the two had not been 


fastened together. The result 
has been that water has leaked 
in the gap, ruining the mortar 
and the effect of freezing water 
has been to bulge the walls, 
Riddle said.

A tentative appropriation bill 
projecting expenditures of §2,- 
666,165 during the current 1971- 
72 school year ;was approved 
Thursday night by the Board of 
Education of Madison School 
District 12, 

The new budget is $105,021 
more than last year’s total ap- 
propriation of $2,561,144 — with 
the bulk of the increase in the 
educational fund. 

Board members voted to 
place the budget on public dis- 
play at the Board of Education 
Office in the Wensel Brown 
Building, 1707 Fourth St., Mad- 
ison, for 30 days. 

A public hearing on the 
budget proposals was set for 
7:30 p.m, Sept. 23. The board 
discussed the possibility of post- 
poning its regular Sept. 16 meet 
ing until the night of Sept. 23, 
or calling a special meeting 
Sept. 23 so that the budget fi- 
nally may be adopted immedi- 
ately after the hearing. 

Educational Fund Up 

The tentative appropriation 
projects $2,303,585 in educa- 
tional fund’ expenditures, up 
$92,740 from last year’s educa- 
tional fund budget of $2,210,845. 

A total of $157,740 is budgeted 
for the building fund, up from 
last year’s $149; while a 
slight decrease is shown in the 
appropriation for payment. of 
bonds and interest, set at $129,- 
569. Last year bond and_in- 
terests costs were budgeted at 
$133,128, 

Anticipated costs for munici- 
pal retirement purposes are 
budgeted at $43,500, compared

Decor Idea--Gold Metal Table Flatware Display

Q. Not long after the Battle 
of Gettysburg, my, grandmoth. 
er’s uncle found 6A the battle- 
field four pieces of table 
flatware. They are of gold- 
colored metal, quite heavy, and 
stamped on the back “Nevada 
Gold Metal.” 

Can you 
about them? 


tell me anything 


Plan now for your future needs! 


I thought they might be very 
éffective in a shadow box lined 
with black velvet. Do you wish 
to comment on this idea for 
displaying them? 

A. in the mid to late 19th 
Century, with the great interest 
in silver and gold in this coun- 
try, flatware and jewelry were 
made and stamped Nevada 
Gold Metal and Nevada Silver. 

I am told that Nevada Gold 
Metal indicates that other al- 
loys were used in the flatware 
and jewelry and that it is not 
pure gold. 

Nevertheless, you are indeed 
fortunate to.have these inter 
esting pieces and your idea to 
display them in a black velvet- 
lined shadow box is excellent. 

Or, if the color would be bet- 
ter in your room, you could use 
any color velvet. 

Q. We recently carpeted our 
living room and hallway with 
carpeting which after it was 
down seemed to be predomi- 
nantly blue 

The walls are an Aspen green 
and draperies avocado. Sofa 
and chair are brown. 

I have used gold tiebacks on 
the draperies and am wonder- 
ing if gold or lemon could be 
used in accents such as toss 
pillows. What other color could 
you suggest? 

Another problem in the same 
room is that we have a beauti- 
ful stone fireplace at one end 
of the room. 

Due to the construction of the 
house, it had to be placed off 
center. We have a narrow 


space on one side and a wider

space on the other, where I 
have placed a plant. 

Do you have any suggestions 
as to what to use on either side 
that would not detract from the 
fireplace? 

The fireplace extends from a 
raised hearth to the ceiling so 
nothing can be placed above it 
such as a painting. 

I've used candles and a plant 
on the mantle but somehow the 
side walls need more. 

A. My first thought is that 
perhaps you should tie together 
your carpeting predominantly 
in blue, green walls and avoca- 
do draperies with the brown 
upholstered pieces. 

If you want to use yellow as 
an accent color in pillows and 
tiebacks, I think you should 
incorporate the yellow in with 
the other colors, too. 


One way to do this ‘would be 

upholster something in a 
with blue, green, brown 
and yellow—perhaps a small 
chair if you have one that 
needs redoing. 

Also you might use a valance 
with your draperies in the 
print to tie it all together. Then 
the yellow would be a fine ac. 
cent 

If it isn’t tied together, I 
think it would tend to look un- 
planned. 

Regarding your fireplace, you 
can always hang a_ painting 
from the ceiling (tiny eyes can 
be screwed into the frame and 
hung on fishing line). 

Or for a dramatic treatment 
(this looks well with contempo- 
rary) use heavy chain and sus-

pend the picture from two 
lengths of chain which you can 
get in brass or black. 

Another possibility if you 
want a painting over your fire- 
place would be to merely place 
it on the mantel and lean it 
against the rock wall, This is 
a particularly acceptable man- 
ner, too. 

I'd try placing your plant on 
the narrow piece of wall where 
you have nothing and do an ar- 
rangement of small prints hung 
over a small decorative wood 
chest or wicker hamper on the 
wider portion of the wall. 

You could keep firewood in 
the hamper as an added bonus. 

Of course, if you are more 
formally inclined, a firie wood 
chest would look handsome on 
the wider portion. 

There is always the solution 
of constructing bookshelves on 
both sides of the fireplace. 

You could do this by putting 
up track and adding boards you 
could finish in any color. This 
would give you a chance to dis- 
play art objects as well as 
books. 

A lower portion of one side 
might be closed in for wood 
storage and fireplace articles.

A man whose diet consisted 
mostly of sunflower seeds died 
the other day while he was de- 


scribing his marvelous regimen 


during the taping of a television 
show 

On yet another TV talk ses- 
sion, a wraith-like “macrobiotic 
food" faddist made the aston- 
ishing statement that nobody 
needs be concerned about vita- 
min C because the human body 
manufactures it for us. 

That man can not live by sun- 
flower seeds alone, or that man 
(along with the guinea pig and 
monkey) absolutely requires an 
outside source of vitamin C 
since his body can't manufac- 
ture enough to meet daily re- 
quirements—these things ought 
to seem obvious, according to 
nutrition experts 

But the organic, ‘natural’ 
food enthusiasts remain with us 
and their ranks are growing. 
The new recruits are college 
and young-adult age faddists 
who are into food a 
thing. There are Zen Macrobi- 
otic disciples, Yoga fans, 
vitamin freaks,” fruitarians,

variously de 
scribe their particular diets as 
Lacto-ovo (nothing but vegeta- 
bles backed up with milk, 
cheese and eggs,) Lacto-vegeta- 
rian (skip the eggs), vegan 
(vegetables only; no animal 
food eggs or milk and cheese). | 

A west coast nutritionist 
(Darla Erhard, University of 
California graduate) surveyed 
some hippie-type communes 
around Berkeley and described 
a typical Zen Macrobiotic menu 
as

A, three of the B-complex vita- 
mins and vitamin C. 

The main building-blocks for 
protein synthesis are those 
eight amino acids that the body 
can’t supply; they must come 
in a form ready to use via the 
food we eat. 

Moreover, the quality of pro- 
tein thus synthesized for body- 
building depends on a good mix 
of the Magic Eight amino acids. 
Konishi says it is standard nu- 
tritional logic that in any sin- 
gle meal one must complement 
a low amino acid food with a 
high one 
Erhard shows _ that 
cheese, eggs, milk and meat 
score best of all foods, giving 
you five of the eight essential 
amino acids in high amounts.

Nuts, seed oils and soybeans 
give you high amounts of two 
and a low amount of one other. 
Score three highs for sesame 
and sunflower seeds (surprise! ) 
and two highs each for legumes, 
wholes grains with germ, and 
yeast. 

Yogurt? It has neither more 
nor less nutritional value than 
the milk it’s made of. But you 
couldn't exist on yogurt any 
more than you could on nothing 
but milk. 


There is no evidence thus far 
to show that foods grown only 
with “natural” manure or com- 
post fertilizer are any more nu- 
tritious than those produced 
with fertilizer combinations. 
Likewise, paying high prices for 
so-called “natural vitamins". in 
health-food stores is probably a 
waste of money, according to 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. The human body can't 
tell the difference between vita- 
min C from an orange or syn- 
thetic ascorbic acid (same 
thing). 

What worries Konishi is that 
people big on oddball diets may 
be foredooming their kids to 
foul-ball lives

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Day Goal for 
New Program

Springfield — Implementation 
by Labor Day in Illinois of the 
federal jobs program is the goal 
of the administration of Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie. 

The $1 billion legislation pro- 
vides funds for state and local 
governments to provide jobs for 
those presently unemployed. 
They will work at tasks where 
additional manpower is needed 
by the governments. 

Illinois’ share in the first 12 
months will be $17,910,000 with 
$13,653,000 going to counties and 
cities and $4,256,000 to the state 

Richard Fonte of the gover- 
nor’s staff said the administra- 
tion’s aim is to have 140 per- 
sons employed under the new 
Program within a few weeks. 

Need U.S. Approval 

The state and local govern- 
ments’ proposals for expendi- 
ture of the funds must be ap: 
prtved by the federal govern- 
ment before the money may be 
spent. 

It is hoped local governments 
will receive approval of their 
proposals by September, Fonte 
said. 

Funds are allocated to cities 
and counties on the basis of un- 
employment rates. Fonte said 
veterans who are on welfare 
will be given the first oppor- 
tunity at the new jobs. 

Second priority will be given 
to all other welfare recipients, 
and veterans generally will be 
given third priority. 

Many Veterans ‘Jobless 

According to Fonte, many 
veterans are having difficulty 
finding jobs 

Fonte refused to speculate on 
the number of persons the state 
will be able to hire under the 
program. The number will de- 
pend on the salary range. 

The state program will be 
administered by the Personnel 
Department. The type of jobs 
will depend on the needs of the 
state agencies. 

The Illinois Employment 
Service will refer out-of-work 
persons to the local progtams. 
Fonte said in Chicago that 600 
persons have been .referred to 
the city already; Chicago's allo- 
cation will be $7.5 million, most 
of which will be spent by the 
city. 

‘The state also has applied for 
a special federal fund grant to 
be spent entirely in high unem- 
ployment areas.

Johnson said that some cut- 
ting back may have to be done 
in the interpretive section, 
adopted only a couple of years 
ago to put more emphasis on in- 
troducing visitors to the full 
resources of a park. Some staff 
reduction may be necessary,, he 
said, in interpretive centers; 
full-time staffs may be cut to 
one member, aided by “inter- 
pretive specialists.”’

“consultant-type”” operation.

Consultant's Pay 
Continued After 
His Resignation

Springfield — Donald Bour- 
geois, former director of Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie’s Office of 
Human Resources, collected at 
least $11,000 in state funds un- 
der a consultant's contract after 
he quit his job—apparently with- 
out having to perform any du- 


0 ties. 


According to a report of the 
Legislative Audit Commission, 
the $11,000 was paid between 
November 1969 and June 1970. 
The contract was to provide 
“carryover” services for vari- 
ous programs in the office after 
Bourgeois left—reportedly under 
pressure—to take a job at Ohio 
State University. 


An independent auditor told 
the Audit Commission last week 
that “the agency was unable to 
supply us with any data to 
show any services Bourgeois did 
perform—no conferences, meet- 
ings, reports or anything else.” 

The commission's written re- 
port states, “The agency was 
unable to furnish us with any 
data which would indicate when 
and in what manner the serv- 
ices specified in the contract 
were performed.” 

Michael Fryzel, fiscal mana- 
ger of the Office of Human Re- 
‘ources, appeared before the 
commission to answer questions 
on the audit of the office, but 
he could not answer the question 
of what Bourgeois did to earn 
the $11,000.

ure he was earn), he'll be kept 
pretty busy hopping back and 
forth between Columbus, O., and 
Springfield, Il. : 
Expenditure of $30,000 in fed: 
eral funds by the office between 
November 1968 and June 1969 
has been questioned by the fed! 
eral regional office of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity, but 
the Illinois auditors declined ar 
opinion pending federal review: 
The auditors did question 4 
$21,000 appropriation in April 
and May of 1970 for advertising 
in three national . periodicals 
urging industry to come to Illi« 
nois.

Simon Early Favorite If Race Is Wide Open 


By KEN WATSON

Springfield — Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley’s hint that he 
might throw the 1972 Democra- 
tic primary wide open has set- 
off a big wave of speculation. 

Would there be a scramble? 
Who would win? 

The feeling beneath the Capi- 
tol Dome is that there would be 
at least three serious candi- 
dates. Lt, Gov. Paul Simon 
would have to rate as the early 
bird favorite. 

However, a Democratic pri- 
mary and one without a Daley- 
endorsed candidate would be so 
unprecedented that any advance 
predicting would be especially 
hazardous, 

Daley in hinting at an open 
primary told his Chicago news 
conference that if there is one 
it should be truly open. Stated 
the mayor: “If there is an open 
primary, I would not endorse. 
That would defeat the purpose 
of it. I would not want to cause 
commotion by my  endorse- 
ment.” 

Simon, who by his early 
strategy planning has indicated 
he was not ruling out a primary 
contest while still shooting for 
the slate-making endorsement, 
is far ahead of any potential 
rivals organization-wise. 


His hiring of Sangamon 
County Democratic County 
Chairman Tom Owens has 
given him a headstart in 
lining up other Downstate 
county chairmen. 

And the organization of 
the Paul Simon for Gover- 
nor Committee headed by 
three organizers, all identi- 
fied with U.S. Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, also gives Simon 
an early edge with the lib- 
eral or “egg-head” faction 
of Illinois Democrats. 

He already has, in effect, 
an excellent and balanced 
organization that would be 
a formidable primary wea- 
pon—and this with Simon’s 
good name - recognition 
might well assure him the 
nomination. 

But there are complications. 


? 
Despite some initial demur- 


rers it is considered likely at 
the Statehouse that Auditor Mi- 
chael J. Howlett will be a can- 
didate. He and Simon would 
probably split the Downstate 
vote, with some spin-off going 
to walking candidate Daniel 
Walker. 

This would’ set things up for 
a Chicagoan, for the big bulk 
of the Democratic primary vote 
is in Chicago. The organization 
there, even without a nudge 
from Daley, would probably 


back one of their own for gov- 
ernor. 

Thomas Foran, all but an- 
nounced for governor, would be 
a possibility, but he would 
probably do poorly Downstate 
and could possibly be overcome 
by Simon and perhaps, Howlett. 


But worse than Foran, 
there is a formidable dark- 
horse candidate in Chicago 
who scares the political day- 
lights. out of the Simon and 
Howlett backers. 

He is George Dunne, pres- 
ident of the Cook County 
Board and a former floor 
leader in the Hlinois House. 
Dunne, who has long been 
regarded as very close to 
Mayor Daley, would be ex- 
pected to run big in the city 
of Chicago, extremely well 
in the populous Cook County 
suburbs, and do far better 
than other Chicagoan Down- 
state, 


There have been increasing 
hints out of Chicago that Dunne 
could well be a candidate for 
governor. If he did run, it 
would be generally accepted 
that he had Daley’s encourage- 
ment if not actual support. 
Dunne, who made many 
Downstate friends during his 
legislative years in Springfield, 
might supplant Simon as_ the 


favorite as any primary cam- 
paign developed. 

In a free-for-all scramble with 
Howlett in the field, Dunne 
could rate as almost a sure 
winner. 

If it should end up a two-way 
fight between Dunne and Simon, 
the race would be the most 
hard-fought battle for Illinois 
Democrats since Henry Horner 
turned back Herman Bundesen 
back in 1936. 

Republicans are hoping this is 
what will happen.

tion says Don Kuhlman, Univer- 
sity of Illinois and Natural His- 
tory Survey entomologist. 


Kuhlman says flea eggs are 
almost impossible to find, The 
larvae develop in rugs, uphol- 
stered furniture, lint deposits 
and in beds where dogs and cats 
sleep. Sometimes they develop 
outdoors in soil. 


Fleas hatched during vacation 
spread throughout the house 
and yard in search of warm- 
blooded animals. And when you 
and your pets return from va- 
cation, you’re a ready-made 
lunch counter. 


Fleas most often attack your 
feet and lower legs, leaving a 
series of two, three and four 
skin punctures in a row. 


Kuhlman suggests _ treating 
dogs and cats with a 4% mala- 
thion or 5% carbaryl (Sevin) 
dust. Also dust- their bedding 
areas. 


If the infestation seems severe 
he suggests using a light spray 
of 0.1 per cent pyrethrum or 
one-percent dichlorvos (DDVP) 
from a pressurized can for a 
quick kill. Spray all rugs, up- 
holstered furniture and other 
areas where you see fleas. 

A repeat treatment may be 
needed, because the spray only 
lasts a few hours. 

To stop flea population in your 
lawn, use either a spray or dust 
of malathion or carbaryl

In the first three months of 
1970 there were 415,000 ma 
riages, according to the Nation- 
ul Center for Health Statistics 
This number is well above the 
406,000 tallied for the same pe- 
riod of 1969 while 1968 had 
389,000. 


Although June remains the 
winner for having the most 
weddings, it is being closely 
pursued by August. But what- 
ever the month, young Ameri- 
cans are still taking the plung 
and many are better prepared 
to take on the. new responsi- 
bility 


Today’s young couples are 
starting out with more educa- 
tion in financial matters than 
their parents, and many of 
them have held a job since 
they were teenagers. Even so, 
there's a chanee they could go 
overboard when it comes to 
spending 

Youngsters who believe “two 
can live as cheaply as one” 
may learn it doesn't work when 
the’ new twosome need a home 
of their own. 

The Institute pointed out other 
common financial pitfalls.

GIANT WASPS 

Giant black and yellow wasps 
are cicada-killer wasps nesting 
in sloping areas of your lawn. 

These giant wasps capture 
the singing dogday locust and 
hide the paralized locust in lit- 
tle burrows in the turf. These 
paralized: locusts become food 
for developing larva of a new 
generation of wasps. 

The cicada-killer wasp is. 1% 
inches in length with a black 
and yellow body. The wasps are 
not vicious but can sting if 
threatened. 

The wasps are expert diggers 
and throw up a mound of earth 
at the entrance of the hole. 
The holes are nearly thumb 
sized and eight to twelve inches 
deep. 

These wasps are easily dis- 
couraged and Killed if you spray 
the soil and the burrows with 
carbaryl.

LATE SUMMER ROSES 


Cool weather, occasional rains 
and regular spraying will'revive 
your roses for fall beauty and 
extra performance. 

Regular spraying is a major 
ingredient to grow roses when 
disease causes leaf-drop and 
the plants to stop flowering. 
Both Black Spot and Powdery 
Mildew destroys the folaige. 
Black Spot produces the round 
black spots on the dark smudge 
on the leaves just before they 
yellow and fall. Powdery Mil- 
dew produces the white growth 
on the leaves and gradual leaf 
drop. 

Weekly sprays with Phaltan 
is the equalizer in rose growing. 
If you add an insecticide like 
carbaryl ‘(Sevin) you -have a 
top noich combination for your 
entire flower garden, 

Light pruning will stimulate 
new growth, Cut off old flower 
stems and weak spindly growth, 
Do not severly prune roses in 
early fall 

Occasional watering is the 
final ingredient to outstanding 
fall bloom. Water during the 
mid-day period to permit drying 
of the leaves before evening.

Students Ask, ‘How to Succeed 
Without Really Trying Too Hard?" 


School classes are resuming 
and Jocal students unavoidably 
are faced with curtailing their 
summertime leisure pursuits 
and once again giving their at- 
tention to textbooks and lec- 
tures, 

Taking of notes is a news- 
paper task that also applies to 
students. Research and study 
chores are encountered in both 
classrooms and later employ- 

* ment. 

Today we will pass along a 
couple of reports on these top- 
ics—note taking and develop- 
ment. of effective study habits— 
as an aid to passing tests and 

ining an education. 

All human endeavor relies 
on the ability to learn and 
remember. 

But memory is an elusive 
quality. Some people seem 
to remember better than 
others, and some things are 
better remembered than 
others. 

Fortunately, man can express 
his thoughts in writing and re- 
cord them on paper. 

Without that ability, histori- 
ans, journalists, lawyers, doc- 
tors, teachers and practicall 
every other professional or busi- 
nessman would be lost. 

So would students. 

That's. why educators con 
sider note-taking in class to be 
1 most important part of the 
learning process. 

Notes are not only reminders 
of what should be learned. 

“Good notes are aids to your 
mind in its primary business 
of thinking,’’ states a current 
directive to high school stu- 
‘dents. “Notes are more than 
mere mechanical records; they 
are the working tools for the 
application of intelligence. 

It is also one of the best ys 
to impress teachers, at least if 
the notes are neat and well or- 
dered. 

Some teachers, indeed — 
to the consternation of less- 
prepared students — seem 
to base their test papers 
mainly on those parts of a 
lesson that were communi- 
cated verbally rather than 
on what’s in the textbook. 

It is one way to catch 
those students who neglect- 
ed to fake enough notes, 
thinking they could rely on 
the book to: refresh their 
memories. 

Note-taking should not be a 
haphazard affair. 

A student must learn how to 
take notes, how to organize 
them so that they make sense 
to him later. He can always ask 
his teacher to show him the way 
by making a sample set of 
notes. 

Generally the idea is to write 
down the main points of the le: 
son or reading while the mates 
rial is still fresh in the mind, 
so that it can be reviewed at 
leisure and learned. The trick is 
not to write too much or too 
little. 

Methods, vary. Some students 
use the numerical method of 
notetaking, writing down the 
most important ideas or facts 
and numbering them consecu- 
tively “1, 2, 3, etc... .” 

An elaboration of this is the 
“outline” method. The num- 
bered outlines of an idea are 
sub-divided into supplemental 
paragraphs labeled a,b,c...” 

Still other students use neith- 
er numbers nor letters, but sim- 
ply divide the salient points by 
dashes. 

Much depends on the in- 
dividual’s ability to keep up 
with the lecturer. 

Most students in time de- 
velop their own kind of 
shofthand, with abbrevia- 
tions, for recurring points or 
words, but this can have its 
pitfalls. 

An abbreviation written in 
haste may later be open to two 
intrepretations; for example 
“Const.” could stand for ‘‘Con- 
stitution” or “‘Construction.”” 

It is better also to write com- 
plete, meaningful sentences as 
notes rather than phrases or 
words. 7 


50 Years Ago 


Sentences afford a° better 
chance of recreating the orig- 
inal lecture or reading. Individ- 
ual words or phrases may be-

Notes that had to be written 
hastily should at least be read 
through later that day so that 
any doubtful abbreviations or 
too-cryptic phrases can be made 
clearer while the subject is 
fresh in mind. 

Educators agree that 
good study habits are a 
make-or-break necessity for 
students of all ages and 
grades, 

And unlike other habits, 
they’re hard to get into and 
easy to set aside. 

“A lot of kids get the idea 
that if they study as they should 
they won't have time for any- 
thing else—and that scares them 
into not studying at all,” said 
one high school teacher. 

Every level of education pro- 
vides its students with outlines 
suggestions or methods of 
achieving good study habits 
which are built on certain basic 
rules. 

1. Make up a schedule for 
studying al home and at school. 
Experiment. 

If you study well with music 
have music.. However, try study 

1 without it, too; find out 
what is most efficient for you. 

2. Keep up with assignments 
in every course. Do the daily as- 
signments and plan for the long 
range ones, too. 

Put yourself in the proper 
frame of mind so that each 
study ion is not a separate 
little war. 

4. Don’t waste time. It’s bet 
ter to concentrate for 20 min. 
utes than to study, worry, and 
daydream for one hour. Be ef- 
ficient 

5. Get help from teachers on 
how best to study in their cours- 
es and ask them ‘to show you 
how to do the various assign- 
ments which will be required 
during the year. 

Once you, sit down to 
study, try and stick to your 
study schedule “and have 
some system of organizing 
the physical aspects of 
studying. 

Have your books, note- 
books, dictionary, pens, pen- 
cils, paper and other essen- 
tials at hand. 

Transcribe your class notes 
while they’re still fresh in your 
mind. Remember the time last 
semester you went back to 
study your notes the night be- 
fore an exam and said 

“Now what the heck did I 
mean by, ‘No wat wz maj prob 
of Pigms.’” 

Once you've transcribed your 
class notes, make notes from 
your class reading or be sure 
and underline key phrases in 
your texts, if, you own the books, 
like topic sentences, division 
headings, underlining, boldface 
type and summaries. 

Reading assignments can be 
a real hassle unless you ap- 
proach them with the philosophy 
that it takes more than one 
reading to comprehend the ma- 
terial. 

It’s best to read the material 
through once and go back and 
read it through again for the 
purpose of making notes or ob- 
servations. 

The key to the whole 
homework and study habits 
scene is concentration — 
which, as all students past 
and present agree is easier 
said than done. 

Try to avoid interruptions and 
unnecessary “distractions, set 
specific and attainable goals for 
yourself and develop a good, 
positive attitude toward your 
task, 

Good study habits are a ne- 
cessity with all the homework 
teachers and professors like to 
dish out. 

And, although homework may 
be considered at times to be a 
terminal disease, good study 
habits may help cure those sag- 
ging grades.

Is the Mississippi River Festival a “flash 
in the pan” or an ambitious musical undertak- 
ing which can be maintained for many years as 
an outstanding cultural and eéntertainment at- 
traction of this bi-state region? 

The statistical and artistic success of the 
third MRF season this summer suggests that it 
is here to stay. 

For a while it appeared that political dif- 
ferences might create a false image about the 
River Festival and handicap the provision of 
adequate facilities on the SIU-SW campus. But 
this is all in the past, and the hillside amphi- 
theater now is equipped not only with a large 
tent but also with a permanent structure protect- 
ing stage lights and sound equipment. 

Further encouragement to MRF planning is 
given by the proposal for a performing arts cen- 
ter and exposition hall in Madison-St. Clair 
Counties. Proposed for the local university, 
such a center possibly could be designed for in- 
door, outdoor and combination indoor-outdoor 
programs. : 

Aided by the 32,123 turnout for the final 
night of the 1971 season Aug. 16, an appearance 
by “The Who" musical group, Festival attend- 
ance showed a 17.7% gain over 1970. And

Bitter Harvest of 20th Century--World Refugee Problem Worsening 


the 
homeless in the world, spend- 
ing more than $100 million an- 
nually to support various relief 
programs.

Surely, one of the bitterest 
fruits of this convulsive century 
is the human refugee — uproot- 
ed, dispossessed, and cruelly 
driven abroad. 

The 24 million refugees adrift 
in the world today are a meas. 
ure of the oppression and up- 
heaval of our age. 

No other century in recorded 
history has seen so many peo- 
ples put to flight. 


The problem is worsening; the 
number of refugees has tripled 
since 1965. 

‘The six million. Hindu Ben- 
galis swarming into India 
from Moslem oppression in 
East Pakistan constitute one 
of the great human migra- 
tions in history. 

At first, 20th Century  state- 
lessness was largely a European 
phenomenon following the rise 
of totalitarian nations after 
World War I. 

War refugees were soon joined 
by many thousands of other: 
who fled Soviet, Nazi and Fas- 
cist tyranny. 

Then, like a threshing ma- 
thine came World War II, cut- 
ting and scattering Europe’s 
population in every direction 


Millions of displaced persons_ 


who had been uprooted by Ger- 
man and Russian armies even- 
tually found their way into new 
lands. 

Tragically, many were forci- 
bly repatriated to cruel fates it 
the Soviet Union. Succeeding 
waves of German refugees — 
nine million in all — fled the 
Reich territories lost to Russia 
and Poland. 

Today, there are 870,000 E 
ropean refugees, including man: 
thousands from the savage Ru: 
sian repressions in Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia. 

The Arab-Israeli conflict has 
produced 600,000 Jewish refu- 
gees from Arab lands, who were 
sheltered by Israel, and more 
than one million Arabs from 
Palestine, who still have no- 
where to go. 

Violence attending the libera- 
tion of numerous African states 
has produced mor4 than five 


million refugees on that conti- 
nent. 

Even before the tragic exodus 
from st Pakistan this y 
there were 7.2 million Asian 
refugees, mostly from Commy- 
nist China. 

There are now approxi- 
mately one million refugees 
in the United States of 
America, half of whom are 
from Europe and half from 
Communist Cuba. 
Fortunately, this country

BACK TO SCHOOL

again begin their rounds. Across 
the nation the roar of such mo- 
tors will be heard. Backyards, 
and parks, and streets, that have 
filled the summer air with the 
sounds of children playing will 
fall more silent during school 
hours. 

And mother, you'll be making 
Jess lunches. 

At school millions of children 
‘will again be eating school lunch- 
es. They'll. get balanced, nutri- 
tious meals |by participating in 
the school lunch program,. ‘The 
food choices that are offered are 
in themselves part of your child’s 
education, From this experience 
your son or daughter will be 
helped to learn how and what to 
eat for good nutrition. It won't be 
Jong before your children reach 
the age of “freedom of choice” in 
foods. School lunch helps them 
‘prepare. 

Bring Your Own 

But some kids prefer to bring 
their own lunch. Or you, as a par- 
ent, may desire this. 

‘Well if you do, you have a re- 
sponsibility to see to it that the 
lunch your child gets is at least 
as nourishing as the school lunch, 

Keep this in mind: It isn’t dif- 
ficult to make sandwiches and 
also include fruit and raw vege- 
tables so that your child, along 
with his purchase of milk at 
school, gets a serving from the 


milk group of foods, the meat 
group, fruits and vegetables, and 
breads and cereals, Those are the 
four food groups we talk about 
and they are always included in 
every school lunch. Variations in 
the kinds of sandwiches you make 
will help to keep lunch interest- 
ing. 
School Lunch Rules 

Many people ask, so here are 
some of the rules that govern 
school lunch programs that come 
under the National School Lunch 
program: ‘The meals must be 
served without cost, or at reduced 
cost, to children who are unable 
to pay the full price of the lunch. 
No discrimination or segregation 
within the school against any 
child is permitted because of 
race, color, or national origin, For 
other children the lunch, cost is 
modest indeed. 

Both public and private (non- 
profit) schools are eligible to 
participate in the Federal School 
Lunch Program provided they 
operate the lunch program on a 
non-profit basis. Both the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and state 
departments of education are in- 
volved, Federal funds reimburse 
local communities for part of the 
cost of food, most of which, is pur- 
chased locally. Some foods are 
purchased by USDA; some sur- 
plus foods also are distributed 
from this source to the school

‘State Assembly 
Likely to Act on 
Home Rule Laws

Springfield — A great deal of 
work still remains for the Gen- 
eral Assembly in implement- 
ing the new constitution which 
became effective on July 1. 

The new constitution’ was 
hammered out last year by the 
Constitutional Convention. Last 
fall the voters approved the new 
charter and it became effective 
this summer, 

It was the job of the General 
Assembly to implement ‘certain 
sections of the new charter. In 
some cases it got the job done, 
but in the, vast majority of the 
area where this work should 
have been completed, nothing 
was done, Each House had spe- 
cial committees to do the work. 

Probably when the General 
Assembly reconvenes this fall 
in October it will have to do 
much work in the area of home 
rule for local governments. 

The new constitution provides 
for home rule for the counties 
and along with this are exten- 
sive powers ranging from licens- 
ing to taxation and debts. 

To qualify for the home 
rule powers, counties will 
have to elect a chief execu- 
tive officer. Such legislation 
is still awaiting action in the 
legislature. 

Another big area in which 
the legislature will have to 
act as mandated by the con- 
stitution is in the field of 
public education. 

Under the new constitution, 
the state school superintendent 
is no longer an elective post 
Along with this there must be 
formed a state board of educa- 
tion. ‘ 

It will be the major duty of 
the board to select a new school 
chief, However, the legislature 
is to determine how the board 
will be made up. 

Another matter that must be 
resolved by the legislature is 
legislation which provides that 
the governor and lieutenant gov- 
ernor run as'a team. This would 
be similar to the ‘way the Pres- 
ident and Vice-President are 
now on the election ballot. 

Work also must be done on 
the formation of a statewide 
election board. The structure 
of the board membership caused 
some discussions in certain 
areas of the first section of the 
77th General Assembly. There 
is also question as to the du- 
ties of the proposed board 

All in all, the General As- 
sembly will still have a great 
deal of constitutional-oriented 
legislation facing it when it re- 
turns in the fall

SIU-SW Expanded 


Financial aid will be extended 
to 321 additional Southern Illi- 
ndis University students through 
awards from the Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission for the 
1971-72 school year, according to 
Walter Mehl, director of the 
Student Work and Financial Aid

This represents an increase of 
16% over last year and is the 
result of a” increase in the 
amount granted the University 
by the scholarship commission. 

Grants to individual students

For the year beginning in 
September, SIU-SW has re- 
ceived $1,045,921 from the 
scholarship commission which 
will be used to assist 2,047 stu- 
dents.

Taxpayers Urged to Raise Withholding to Meet Tax 


“If you're expecting a refund 
on your Federal income taxes 
next April, you may be in for 
an unpleasant surprise,” Jay 
G. Philpott, district director of 


Internal Revenue for Central 
and Southern Illinois, said to- 


ay. 

He added, “This is a very se- 
rious situation and we feel we 
owe it to the taxpayers to make 
it known now. We estimate that 
about 300,000 Springfield Dis- 
trict taxpayers, mostly married 
working couples, may be in for 
a shock when they find that the 
refund they usually receive is 
far less than expected, or that 
they owe additional tax.” 

One of the reasons for this is 
because not enough money is 
being withheld from 1971 pay- 
checks. Another is because of 
the new low-income allowance 
which went into effect this 
year. The withholding tables 
are designed to give each em- 


ploye the low-income allowance. 
But, under the law, the couple 
is entitled to only one low-in- 
come allowance when they file 
a joint return. 
3% Shortage 

Still another reason is that 
the withholding tables provided 
employers assume that a tax- 
payer with a $15,000 income will 
have 13 per cent in deductions. 
But, the standard deduction is 
limited to $1,500 on the tax re- 
turn—only 10 percent of a $15,- 
000 income. That leaves taxpay- 
ers at least 3 percent short next 
April when the taxes on the 
$15,000 are to be paid. 

Director Philpott cautioned 
taxpayers that since more than 
half the year has gone by al- 


ready they should be making ° 


plans on-how they are going to 
come up with the extra money 
next April. 

‘*Putting aside an extra 
amount each pay day, possibly 


in a bank savings account, 
might be the answer,” Mr. 
Philpott said. “Or,” -he ‘contin- 
ued, “Ask your employer for a 
new Form W-4, Withholding Ex- 
emption Certificate, and claim 
fewer exemptions or have an 
additional amount of tax with- 
held from your salary.” 
According to Director Phil- 
pott, taxpayers most likely to 
need more withholding are: All 
working couples; employes who 
expect to earn more than $11,- 
500 in 1971 and intend to claim 


the $1,500 standard deduction or 
itemize deductions totaling less 
than 13% of their salaries; sin- 
gle employes who expect to 


earn $15,000 or more in 1971; | 
and married couples who ex- 
pect to earn $25,000 or more in | 
1971 and whose spouses are not 
employed.

Revenue Sharing Plan Might Alter Cooperative Research 


Some changes will be needed 
in the way federal-state cooper- 
ative research programs oper- 
ate if President Nixon’s federal 
reorganization and revenue 
sharing proposals go into effect, 
Emery N. Castle, Oregon State 
University agricultural econo- 
mist said at the concluding gen- 
eral session of last .week’s 
American Agricultural Econom- 
ics Association meeting in Car- 
bondale. 

The government proposals are 
attempts to redefine and re- 
group for better approaches to 
a long-held premise that group 
Processes are needed for solv- 
ing important social problems. 

In the matter of cooperative 
research, he suggested that 
states should continue to.have 
a say in determining research 
problems and priorities, but 
federal input also is needed to 
prevent overlooking regional 
and national research needs. 

Nearly 1,400 agricultural econ- 
omists, guests and others at- 
tended’ the four-day conference 
at SIU, including seminars in 
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the area of international agri- 
culture, envifonmental prob- 
lems, community and human 
resources development, forest 
resource and policy develop- 
ment, and agricultural econom- 
ics education. 
Environmental Issue 

Association President - Elect 
Vernon W. Ruttan, director of 
the University of Minnesota's 
Economic Development Center, 
told the agricultural econo- 
mists that any real progress in 
solving a current conflict—stem- 
ming from the growing popular 
demand for environmental serv- 
ices—calls for redefining prop- 
erty rights in a way that new 
activities in both private and 
public sectors can be guided 
properly by economic and so- 
cial - incentives that are both 
explicit and widely diffused. 

Man continually has been 
challenged by the twin problems 
of how to provide himself with 
adequate means of sustenance 
and how to manage the produc- 
tion and disposals of the resid- 
uals or waste materials. 

The current environment cri- 
sis is one of those recurring 
times in history when technical 
and institutional changes in 
taking care of these wastes are 
not keeping up with man’s prog- 
ress in providing sustenance, it 
was noted, 

Chester O. McCorkle Jr., ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the 
University of California system 
of colleges and universities, told 
the conference audience that the 
financial picture for higher edu- 
cation, both public and private, 
is not bright and is not likely 
to change for several years. 

Four major thrusts in institu- 
tional change were emerging 
prior to the current onset of 
serious financial concerns, he 
said. 

The strongest of these was the 
push for improved educational 
experiences for undergraduate 
students, coming from a strong 
student led movement for 
changes in course offerings, and 
college requirements that struck 


hard at\traditional ways of car- 
rying* on university educationa! 
programs. 

Economically Deprived 

A second thrust was the 
strong commitment by faculty, 
students and administrations to 
increase the means of ‘higher 
education for the economically 
disadvantaged and to alter the 
ethnic mix to more nearly be 
that of the total population. 

Extension federal assistance 
has helped many institutions to 
make much headway in this 
area, but the programs are not 
popular with all segments of the 
population. 

A third thrust rapidly gaining 
momentum has been the expan- 
sion of professional programts, 
especially in health sciences, 
law and administration. 

Another force has been re- 
newed interest in problem-solv- 
ing research that deals especial- 
ly with social problems in 
American society. 

These all cost money and, as 
universities have committed 
themselves to one or more of 
these thrust areas, many now 
are faced with the painful task 
of taking a hard look at the 
productivity of their program 
and trying to set some priorities 
on their academic programs— 
allocations of faculty time for 
teaching and research, retrain- 
ing faculty members for serv- 
ices in new fields, and other 
changes called for by the times, 
plus the financial pressures 
from -state legislatures calling 
for closer supervision of univer- 
sity operations. 

World Poverty Unsolved 

Orvis V. Wells, deputy direc- 
tory-general of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization, told a seminar audi 
ence that the rural population 
explosion and the need to im- 
prove fdrming and food tech- 
nology in developing countries, 
along with adjustments in in- 
ternational trade and environ- 
mental concerns, are real prob- 
lems for the next several years 
in trying to develop internation- 
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al agricultural policy and mak- 
ing agricultural adjustments. 

The world’s food and agricul- 
tural problems still are far from 
being solved. 

Later meetings were con- 
cerned with environmental qual- 
ity problems, including discus- 
sions on the nature and causes 
and suggestions for solutions; 
the impacts of the changing 
economic and social environ- 
ment for leaders and managers 
of agricultural agencies and 
firms; and the response in for- 
estry to public pressures and the 
need for economic development.

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Steel Production in July 
Lowest in Nearly 3 Years 


Domestic steel production in 
July plummeted to its lowest 
point in 32 months as earlier 
consumer stockpiling for a 
strike that never took place 
made itself felt in the market- 
place. 


According to American Iron 
and Steel Institute preliminary 
figures, U.S. mills poured only 
9,980,000 tons of new raw steel 
during the month. This was 1,- 
511,000 tons less than the 11,- 
491,000 tons produced in June. 

July’s performance also was 
the lowest for any single month 
since November 1968, when con- 
sumers also were trying to use 
up steel stockpiled during labor 
negotiations. 


Through the first seven 
months of 1971, domestic 
mill raw steel output totaled 
81,749,000 tons, compared 
with 78,691,000 tons for the 
same period of last year. 

During July, the basic- 
oxygen furnaces continued 
to extend its lead as the 
predominating steelmaking 
process in the United States. 


BOF’s accounted for 5,541,000 DANE: Ss 


during the month. Open hearth 
production shrank to 2,758,000 
tons, while electric furnaces 
poured the remaining 1,681,000 
tons of raw steel made during 
the month. Ss 

Of the 87,749,000 tons pro- 
duced in the first seven months 
of 1971, basic oxygen furnaces 
produced 41,892,000 tons. 

Open hearth output during 
this perio. was 26,554,000 tons, 
while electric furnaces made 
13,303,000 tons. 

AISI’s steelmaking index, 
based on average production 
during 1967 as 100, stood at 92.4 
for July this year. That com- 
pares with an index of 109.9 for 
June and 119.6 for May.
